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COTTQIT  REPORTS  RELEASED. 

Tlie  first  of  a  series  of  reports  on  the  grade,  staple  length  and 
tenderalDility  of  cotton  was  issued  today  (October  4)  by  the  Division  of 
Cotton  Marketing.     This  estimate  covers  cotton  ginned  in  Georgia  and  is 
based  upon  information  obtained  from  a  classification  of  samples  representing 
all  of  the  cotton  ginned  by  certain  gins  selected  to  represent  the  grades 
and  staple  lengths  of  cotton  grown  in  the  State. 

Reports  for  Georgia  and  twenty- seven  co^^nties  in  Texas  and  South- 
western Oklahoma  are  to  be  issued  under  a  limited  appropriation  made  by  the 
last  Congress.     Tlie  October  4  report  covers  Georgia  only.    Authority  is  also 
contained  in  the  Mayf ield-Jones  Act  approved  March  3,  1S27,  directing  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  issue  similar  estimates  for  the  entire  cotton 
crop  including  the  carry-over  as  of  Augi.ist  1.

The  reports  will  show  the  nunber  of  bales  by  grades  of  each  staple 
length.     The  Y/ork  in  Georgia  is  conducted  in  cooperation  7/ith  the  Georgia 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station  and  in  Texas  in  cooperation  with  the  Texas 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station  end  with  the  Extension  Services  of  those 
States  in  the  dissemination  of  the  res^xLts. 

The  estimates  are  made  by  the  research  staff  of  the  Division  of 
Cotton  Marketing  under  the  direction  of  B.  •  Yo-'.ingblood.    Mr.  Youngblood 
points  out  that  they  are  not  ah  end  in  themselves,  but  are  a  part  of  a 
study  of  all  those  problems  surrounding  the  improvement  of  the  quality  of 
the  American  cotton  crop.

S-abniission  to  the  trade  of  the  plan  to  collect  world  wool  statistics 
nas^  "brought  unanimous  .  endorsement  from,  their  mem.bers  and  the  prom.ise  of 
active  support  in  the  undertaking,     following  the  meeting  in  Mr.  Tenny's 
office  on  September  15  of  the  Interdepartmental  Committee  on  International 
Wool  Statistics,  George  T.  rillingmyre,  of  the  Livestock,  Meats  and  Wool 
Division,^!..  C.  Conner,  of  the  U.  S.  Tariff  Commission,  and  Prank  E.  Fits- 
Patrick  of  the  DepartiTient  of  CoinTierce  held  conferences  v/ith  the  trade  in 
Boston,  Philadelphia  and  LTew  York.     Organizations  represented  at  the  con- 
ferences included  the  Boston  Wool  Trade,  National  Association  of  Wool  Manu- 
fact-orers,  American  Association  of  Woolen  and  VTorsted  Manufacturers,  Phila- 
delpnia  Tfool  Trade  and  Textile  Association,  and  national  Association  of 
.worsted  and  Woolen  Spinners. 

The  conferees  agreed  upon  a  schedule  which  provides  for  the  gather- 
ing of  international  statistics  on  quality,  condition,  weight,  and  value  of 
wool  passing  in  international  trade."    Under  this  schedule  inform^ation  will 
be  collected  semi-annually  on  the  world  stocks  of  wool  as  of  April  1  and 
October  1;  monthly  reports  made  on  imports,  exports,  and  re-exports  of  wool, 
and  a  monthly  survey  made  of  wool  consuniption  by  mills. 

A  final  report  -of  the  recommendations  of  the  wool  trade,  producers 
and  the  Government  departments  will  be  submitted  to  the  British  wool  trade 
through  the  British  Ambassador  at  7/ashington,  that  Government  having 
originated  the  movemient  for  world  statistics  follov.dng  a  suggestion  by  Mr. 
i/illingmyre.

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COLLSC-S  DAIRY  PROFESSORS  SHOW 

II^TSREST  IN  SGOITOIvIIG  RESEARCH. 

Following  a  discussion  at  the^ annual  meeting  of  the  American  Tairy 
Science  Association  last  June  of  the  organization  of  an  economic  section 
in  the  Association,  more  than  40  memliers  have  petitioned  the  executive 
committee  for  such  a  section.    They  have  also  signified  their  desire  to 
"become  closely  identified  Tzith  the  activities  of  such  a  section  v/hen  es- 
tablished.    To  date  petitions  have  "been  received  from  instructors  of 
agricultural  colleges  in  the  following  States:     Oregon,  Tennessee,  New  York, 
Vermont,  Nebraska,  South  Dakota,  Minnesota,  Washington,  Idaho,  Indiana, 
South  Carolina,  Massachusetts,  New  Hampshire,  Arkansas,  Pennsylvania,  and 
New  Jersey, 

In  an  appeal  for  the  organization  of  an  economic  section  in  the 
Association,  when  addressing  the  meeting  last  June  on  the  subject  "Oppor- 
tunities for  Dairy  Economic  Research,"  Roy  C.  Potts,  in  charge  of  the 
Dairy  and  Poultry  Division,  made  the  following  statement: 

'■Today  we  knov/  but  relativelj^  little  that  is  definite  and 
concrete  about  the  economic  forces  that  affect  this  industry. 
The  need  and  opportunities  for  dairy  economic  research  are  very 
great.     The  members  of  this  association  should  join  forces  with 
those  of  other  institutions  and  agencies  in  conducting  economic 
research^    We  should  here  in  this  Association  establish  a  Dairy 
Economic  Section,  which  may  be  a  meeting  place  for  those  who 
profess  to  be  interested  in,  or  engaged  in  a  study  of  economic 
problems  of  the  dairy  industry." 

STUDY  I^IADE  OF  WHEAT  WASHINfl- 
TO  ELIMINATE  SI^IUT. 

For  the  past  month  J.  H.  Cox,  of  the  Grain  Division,  has  been  making 
a  detailed  study  of  the  washing  of  wheat  in  commercial  elevators  to  elimi- 
nate smut;     Smut  has  becomie  such  a  problem  in  the  East  within  the  last  few 
years  that  elevators  ai'e  now  equipping  themselves  with  washers  in  an  effort 
to  m.eet  this  problem.    A  comparison  of  the  amount  of  smut  in  v/heat  receipts 
at  Baltimore,  Md.  ,  as  betv/een  the  year  1924-25  and  1926-27  shows  an  increase 
in  the  latter  year  of  1.35  per  cent  for  the  car  receipts  and  17.00  per  cent 
for  the  receipts  by  boat.     The  percentage  of  smutty  wheat  received  at  Balti- 
more for  July  and  August,  1927,  was  26,87  per  cent  for  the  car  receipts  and 
55,37  per  cent  for  the  receipts  by  boat. 

Commercial  washers  have  just  recently  been  placed  in  tv/o  of  the  grain 
elevators  in  Baltimore,  Md. ,  and  it  was  at  these  elevators  that  Mr.  Cox  be- 
gan his  preliminary  investigations.     The  study  undertakes  to  find  the  number 
of  smut  spores  of  wheat  before  and  after  washing  and  the  ntanber  of  smut  balls. 
A  count  reveals  that  there  are  3,750,000  smut  spores  in  an  average  sized 
smut  ball.     In  the  laboratory  work  conducted  in  the  Washington  office  Mr.  Cox 
has  had  the  assistance  of  Harold  Earp.     When  the  study  is  completed  the 
information  will  be  used  in  connection  with  the  application  of  wheat  stand- 
ards and  to  assist  inquirers  who  are  endeavoring  to  m.eet  this  problem. 

A  similar  study  on  the  West  coast  has  been  conducted  by  E.  N.  Bates, 
of  the  Portland  office,  the  results  from  Y/hich  will  be  released  in  bulletin 
form.

(1)  The  Division  has  conducted  analyses  of  the  organization,  oper- 
ating, financial  and  selling  problems  of  several  individual  organizations, 
and  confidential  reports  containing,  in  some  instances,  suggestions  for 
improvements  in  methods  and  practices,  have  been  made  to  the  officials  and 
boards  of  directors  of  the  associations  investigated.     Such  detailed  anal- 
yses of  the  business  practices  of  cooperatives  are  in  demand  and  indicate 
tne^ interest  of  the  associations  in  maintaining  efficient  business  organi- 
zations.

"The  Research  Program  of  the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing"  will  "be 
released  this  v/eek  in  multigraph  forrn.     This  program  has  been  prepared  in 
response  to  a  demand  from  the  Land  Grant  Colleges  of  the  cotton  helt  for  a 
statement  of  the  research  work  which  the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing  is 
doing  and  plans  to  do  toward  the  solution  of  the  fimdamental  problems 
connected  with  the  marketing  of  the  Anerican  cotton  crop.     The  outline  as 
presented  of  work  now  iinder  way  and  to  "be  undertaken  will  be  discussed  with 
the  administrative  officers  of  the  Southern  agricultural  colleges  and 
experiment  stations  during  the  next  few  months  by  B.  Youngblood,  in  charge 
of  the  cotton  research  project,  and  his  assistants.     It  is  probable  that  the 
experiment  stations  in  the  Southern  States  will  have  projects  of  their  o"-n 
which  they  will  want  to  develop  and  the  results  of  the  work  of  the  Division 
of  Cotton  Marketing  will  be  available  to  them  in  connection  with  their  studies. 

Briefly  the  program  consists  of ^studies  pertaining  to  the  spinning 
quality  of  American  cotton  according  to  the  official  cotton  standards 
of  the  United  States  and  to  the  definite  qualities  of  yarns  into  which  these 
cottons  are  spun.    It  is  an  inventory  of  the  supply  of  cotton  on  the  one 
hand  and  an  inventory  of  the  consumption  of  cotton  on  the  other. 

In  between  these  two  extremes  there  are  what  is  termed  studies  of 
the  cotton  markets  themselves.     In  these  studies,  values,  prices  and 
quotations  are  being  considered  in  their  relations  to  the  spinning  quality 
of  the  different  grades,  staples  and  character  of  cotton  grown  in  the 
United  States,     The  stiu^-ies  are  divided  naturally  into  local  marketing 
studies  which  are  in  cooperation  with  certain  Southern  agricultural  colleges 
and  experiment  stations;  studies  of  prices  and  quotations  in  the  central 
or  cotton  merchants  markets;  and  studies  of  the  relations  of  cotton  futures 
to  spot  cotton  prices  in  the  several  markets  of  this  country.

THRQUCK  MBAT  INSPSCTIOH  SERVICE. 

An  actual  saving  of  approximately  $418  to  the  Veterans  Hospitals 
at  the  various  points  recently  visited  by        C.  Davis,  of  the  Marketir^ 
Livestock,  Meats  and  \7ool  Division,  is  the  result  of  rejections  which  he 
made  there  of  meat  and  meat  food  products.     These  purchases  by  the  hospitals 
did  not  come  up  to  Government  specifications.     In  two  instances  beef  livers 
had  been  delivered  by  contractors  in  place  of  calf  livers,     LIr.  Davis 
visited  the  Veterans  Hospitals  located  at  iiansas  City,  Mo.,  Gi:ilfport, 
Hiss.,  Tuskegee,  Ala.,  Lalie  City,  Fla.  ,  A-'ag:usta  and  Atlanta,  Ga.  ,  and 
Asheville,  il.  C. 

In  addition  to  the  inspections  at  the  Veterans  Hospitals,  Mr.  Davis 
checked  up  on  the  meat  grading  work  conducted  for  the  Shipping  Board  at 
Galveston,  Tex.,  and  New  Orleans,  La.,  and  inaugurated  a  grading  service 
for  the  Shipping  Board  at  Savannah,  Ga.     The  Savannah  assignment  is  being 
under talcen  in  cooperation  with  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry. 

The  beef  grading  service,  Mr.  Davis  reports,  continues  to  be  popular, 
r.e  fouQd  three  dealers  in  Topeka  handling  nothing  but  GoverniTient  graded 
beef,  and  they  stated  that  they  had  carried  no  other  grade  of  beef  since 
the  service  was  inaugurated  in  May,     In  every  instance  these  dealers  told 
Mr.  Davis  that  since  they  had  been  selling  Government  graded  beef  they  have 
Had  no  complaints  of  any  nature  concerning  quality,  and  that  their  trade 
had  increased  materially  because  of  it.    Apparently,  one  customer  tells 
another  of  his  satisfaction  with  graded  beef,  with  the  result  that  customers 
for  miles  aro^and  are  coming  to  purchase  at  these  stores.

Reforestation  is  a  problem  in  Chosen.     In  this  connection  Mr.  Ssta-

been  reclaimed  by  private  enterprise,  v/hich  plan  has  proved  very 
successful.    He  stated  that  practically  all  the  forests  of  Korea 
consist  mainly  of  conifers  and  eXl  are  under  strict  goveri-oent 
control . " 
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IIMAi'i  AGRICULTURE  DISCUSSED 
B]M:7.  J.  SFILLMAH^ 

J.  Spillman  has  ret'orned  to  his  work  in  the  Division  of  Farm  Man- 
agement and  Costs  after  an  absence  of  eight  months,  during  ^vhich  time  he 
has  "been  studying  the  agricultural  problems  of  the  Indians  of  this  country. 
TLiis  investigation  was  part  of  a  program  to  study  the  entire  Indian  problem 
undertaken  by  the  Institute  of  Government  Research  at  the  request  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior.     Lev/is  Miriam,   of  the  Institute,  was  assigned 
to  direct  the  v;ork  and  to  organize  a  staff  of  ten  specialists,  each  to 
deal  with  his  particular  line  as  it  related  to  the  Indians.    Mr.  Spillman 
was  chosen  as  one  of  these  specialists.  H 
Some  of  the  many  interesting  facts  revealed  in  the  co^Jirs.e  of  his  M 
study  were  related  in  an  interview  with  the  editor.     They  can  best  be  toldM 
in  his  own  7/ords.  fl 
"In  the  case  of  most  of  the  Indians  of  the  United  States,  -theiiM 
only  possessions  are  land.     Their  problem,  then,  is  how  to  utilize  9 
that  land  to  get  a  living  out  of  it.     Hence  farming  and  stock  fl 
raising  are  the  logical  enterprises  for  the  Indians.    A  few  of  the  ■ 
tribes  have  excellent  land  and  some  of  the  Indians  are  making  good  ■ 
as  farmers.    Many  of  the  tribes  have  land  which,  for  the  most  part,  I 
is  suitable  only  for  grazing.     Some  of  them  that  got  started  early  9 
in  the  grazing  business,  particularly  those  who  started  with  sheep,  fl 
are  doing  well,  remarkably  well  considering  their  conditions.  9 
"'Pne  Navajos  are  the  largest  tribe  in  the  entire  country  and  ■ 
have  the  largest  reservation.     This  is  situated  in  ITortheastern 
Arizona  and  Northwestern  New  Mexico.     It  is  suitable  only  for  graz- B 
ing  and  is  much  better  adapted  to  sheep  and  goats  than  it  is  to  S 
cattle.     There  are  about  31,000  members  of  the  tribe  and  they  own  " 
a  million  sheep  and  goats.     The  sheep  are  the  old  Spanish  type  which 
produce  only  about  two  pounds  of  wool  annually.     In  recent  years  a 
good  deal  of  the  blood  of  the  improved  breeds  of  sheep  has  been 
introduced  into  their  flocks  with  excellent  results.     There  is  still 
room  for  further  improvement  of  this  character. 

"i\nother  tribe,  the  Pimas,  has  interesting  problems.     The  Pimas 
are  a  peace-loving  people.     They  have  never  fo-oght  the  United  States 
but  have  often  fought  with  us  against  other  Indian  tribes.     They  have 
been  farmers  for  hundreds  of  years,  having  developed  their  O'vvn  irri- 
gation system  from  7;ater  taken  from  the  Gila  River.     ITheat  is  their 
principal  crop  and  they  are  pretty  good  v/heat  growers  too,  D^aring 
the  last  decade  of  the  last  century  white  settlers  further  up  the 
river  took  the  water  out  and  left  the  Pimas  with  nothing  but  flood  v/ate 
"  ~  not  adequate  for  crop  production.     Since  that  time  the 
_'.ns  have  had  a  hard  str'aggle.    But  the  Government  is  now 
juildiiig  the  Goolidge  Reservoir  at  San  Carlos,  Ariz.,  for  the  bene- 
fit of  these  Indians  and  when  it  is  filled,  they  will  get  ample 
water  to  irrigate  their  farms,  jfl 
"Another  interesting  thing  that  I  fo^md.  about  the  Indians  is  jfl 
their  method  of  naming  people.     If  a  child  has  any  characteristic 
that  causes  a  remark,   tl.e  Indians  name  him  for  that  characteristic 
Por  instance,  a  boy  7-ho  v-is  fond  of  wading  in  the  water  noY^  bears 
the  name  "IVades  in  the  VJater."    ITames  are  changed  from  time  to  tim^^l 
as  other  characteristics  distinguish  the  individual.  .|^| 
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"One  of  the  things  that  interferes,  seriously  with  the  Indians' 
economic  and  sociological  development  is  the  very  general  practice, 
v/hen  a  memlDer  dies  in  a  house  or  wigwam,  to  ton  the  house  or  wig- 
wam.    The  idea  underlying  this  is  that  the  diseml^odied  spirit  .-ill 
remain  around  a  familiar  place  and  not  go  on  to  the  Happy _ n^Jn ting 
Ground.    ITith  the  destruction  of  everythir^  faiT.iliar  to  him,  the 
spirit  .will  he  released  to  proceed  to  the  desired  goal, ^ 

"A  thing  that  greatly  impressed  all  of  the  specialists  was 
the  Indians '^artistic  talent.     The  most  artistic  of  all  the  trihes  tn^. 
were  found  were  the  Kopis,     Their  reservation  is  inside  that      ^^^^^  ■ 
Favcjos.     They  have  very  striking  artistic  talent.     I  saw  work  there 
superior  to  high  grade  art  in  the  East.     The  finest  drop  cuxtain  lor 
the  theatre  I  have  ever  seen  was  painted  hy  a  17  year  old  x4opi  Doy, 
The  Ilavajos  have  an  art  that  is  striking  -  their  sand  paintings.  ihesc 
are  symbolic  of  the  important  events  of  human  life  and  have  a 'deep  sig- 
nificance to  the  Indian.     They  are  part  of  important  religious  cere- 
mionies.    Many  are  artistic  heyond  description  -  ravishingly  heautifui. 
Kavajo  "blankets  are  the  fragments  of  these  sand  paintings. 

"The  Indian  is  not  lazy,  hut  in  the  old  tim.e  work  was  beneath  • 
the  dignity  of  a  brave.     Kis  business  was  hunting  and  fighting  to 
protect  the  interests  o'f  the  tribe.     Farming  and  the  care  of  livestock, 
except  horses  and  cattle,  were  woman's  work.     In  educating  tr,e 
Indian  it  has  been  necessary  to  get  that  notion  out  of  their  heads 
and  get  them  to  do  a  woman's  work.     It  has  been  just  a  question  of 
educating  an  Indian  as  to  what  was  man's  and  v^hiat  woman's  work. 

'^In  recent  years  many  of  the  superintendents  in  charge  of  the 
reservations  have  adopted  industrial  prograns  for  their  Indians  to 
induce  them  to  become  farm^ers  and  stock  men,  and  they  are  getting 
satisfactory  results.     The  plan  originated  on  the  Blackfeet  Reser- 
vation where  the  Indians  are  making  progress  in  the  sheep  business. 

'Tne  Indians  greatly  appreciate  the  help  that  is  given  them, 
ane  Indian  at  Fine  Ridge  said  that  the  value  of  the  program  to  them 
was  that  it  told  them  what  to  do  -  a  thing  they  had  not  known  before. 
He  added  that  the  Indian  was  like  a  man  afoot,  the  white  man  like  a 
man  on  horseback.'^ 

Hr.  and  Mrs,  Spillman  were  both  adopted  into  the  Blackfeet  tribe  and 
say  they  appreciate  the  honor  highly.  .

TOBACCO  GHADINa  SEP  VICE  TO  BE 
ESTABLISHED  lU  VIEOIIIIA, 

The  '.TarehQuse  Division  and  the  Virginia  Division  of  Llarkets  plan^ 
to  esta"blish  a  tobacco  inspection  and  grading  service  on  one  of  the  Vir- 
ginia tobacco  markets  this  fall.     In  this  nev<'  venture  the  tv/o  agencies 
will  endeavor  to  enlist  the  full  cooperation  of  all  tobacco  interests. 

The  experiment  will  be  tried  in  only  one  of  the  Virginia  fire- 
cured  tobacco  markets  d-^aring  the  coming  season,  the  selection  of  the  par- 
ticular market  depending  upon  its  size,  the  local  demand  for  the  service, 
and  the-  extent  of  the  cooperation  offered  by  warehousemen,  buyers,  and 
growers.     A  competent  tobacco  man,  experienced  in  buying  and  grading  the 
particular  type  of  tobacco  sold  on  the  market,  v/ill  be  employed  to  in- 
spect and  grade  according  to  Department  standards  the  tobacco  at  the 
auction  v/arehouses  upon  request  of  producers* 

The  tentative  plan  for  carrying  on  this  work  has  been  submitted  to 
tobacco  farmers,  dealers,  v/arehousemen,  manufacturers  and  other  through 
personal  conferences,  •  announcem.ents  issued  by  the  State  Buresus  of  Markets, 
and  the  press.     Criticisms  and  sug^esticns  of  the  plan  h,?ve  been  invited.

A  statement  prepared  \>j  Loyd  V.   Steere,  Acting  Agricultural  Comrrds- 
sioner  of  the  Bureau  at  Berlin,  concerning  the  visit  of  the  American  Farm 
Bureau  Federation  partv  in  G-ermany  last  August  has  come  to  the  Department 
through  the  channels  of  the  State  Department.    Jacob  Gould  Schurman, 
American  i^jnlDassador  to  Germany,  forv;arded  the  statement  with  the  comment: 
"I'r.  Steere  acconipanied  the  pa.rty  on  their  trip  through  Germany  and  very 
competently  handled  all  necessary  arrangements*" 
Mr,   Steere statement  follov/s: 

"The  American  laxm  Bureau  Federation  partj'-  which  recently 
visited  Germany,  received  a  very  warm  and,  I  "believe,  sincerely 
friendly  v/elcome  hy  German  agricultural  organizations  and  in- 
dividual estate  owners. 

"The  reception  accorded  the  party  nearly  everywhere  v/as  in 
the  nature  of  an  official  welcome  of  American  agriculture  "by 
organized  German  agriculture,  as  arrangements  for  visiting  the 
various  institutions  and  farms,  with  only  tv/o  or  three  exceptions, 
v/ere  made  through  the  Beutscher  Landwirtschaf tsrat  (the  central 
organization  of  the  German  Chambers  of  Agriculture)  and  its 
member  organizations.  ' 

■'At  Stettin,  the  party  v;as  given  an  official  reception  supper 
at  the  Hotel  PreusserJiof  by  the  German  Agricultural  Council  and  the 
Stettin  Chamber  of  Agriculture,  acting  jointly.     The  party  was  wel- 
come here  not'  only  by  officials  of  these  two  organizations,  but 
also  by  a  representative  from  both  the  Eeichsministerium  fur  Er- 
nahrung  and  Landwirtschaf t  and  from  the  Preussisches  Ministerium 
fur  Landwirtschaf t,  roman.en  und  For s ten. 

^Ivlembers  of  the  party  repeatedly  expressed  themselves  as  much 
impressed  by  the  friendliness  of  their  reception,  an  impression 
which  their  German  hosts  seemed  anxious  they  should  gain*     The  neces- 
sity and  desirability  of  German— American  friendship  and  cooperation 
were,  as  usual,  repeatedly  stressed".

Professor  of  Economics  of  Harvard,  of  the  value  and  use  of  studies  of  the 
elasticity  of  the  milk  supply.

ience With  the  Capital  Stock  and  Non-stock  Ivlethods  of  Financing,"  and 
G,  Or,  Randell,  "Outstanding  Developments  in  the  Cooperative  Marketing  of 
Livestock"  and  "How  Shall  the  Associations  Meet  the  Problems  of  Member-  * 
ship  Relations."    Messrs.  Booth  and  Randel  will  also  lead  general  dis- 
cussions at  sessions  of  the  school. 

The  course  is  designed  chiefly  to  reach  members  of  the  boards  of 
directors,  organizers,  field  workers,  managers  and  officials  of  cooper- 
ative associations.

It's 
the  most  interesting  word  in  the  language  to  the  'reader. 

''Shut  your  eyes  and  imagine  the  man.  you  are 'writing  to  is 
standing  by  your  desk.   ■  Then  talk  to  him.     Say  what  you  have  to 
say  as  simply  as  your  eight- year  old  boy  would  say  it» 

"If  you  do  this,  you  will  use  the  simple,  rugged  Saxon 
words  v.'hich  have  been  v/ith  the  race  for  generations  and  which  we 
always  use  in  familiar,  sincere  every-day  conversation. 

"Everybody  who  studies  business  letters  comes  to  the  con- 
clusion that  the  writers  are  paralyzed  by  a  strange  and  formal 
diction.  'Tiiey  think  they  have  to  use  a  highflown,  semi-legal, 
semi-literary  language,  '  •  . 

"Vfhe'n  you  talk  to  your  family,  you  use  ninety  per  cent 
Sa:jcon  words,  to  , your  office'  associates  you  use  eighty  per  cent, 
if  a  stranger  comes  in  you  talk  to  him  in  seventy  per  cent 
Saxon,  but  v/hen  you  write  a  business  letter  you  drop  lov/est  of 
all.     And  your  letter  doesnH  get  its  point  across,

deceased'  you  v^ould  put  her  to  work.,  but  if  she  said,   'My  mother's 
dead'  you  would  give  her  the  day  off,     Saxon  v/ords  carry  sincer-

service  on  livestock,  frequently  calls  early  in  the  morning  at  our  St,  Paul 
office  to  get  the  Chicago  receipts,     Secently,  having  returned  from  a  motor 
trip  through  the  East  and  South,  Hr,  Dunnagin  related  his  experiences  in 
trying  to  keep  posted  on  the  hog  market  while  on  his  tour.     He  said  that  in 
his  travels  through  Dixie  he  vTas  practically  unable  to  get  authoritative  in- 
formation on  the  livestock  market  situation  until  he  reached  Richmond, 
Accidently  stopping  in  the  public  square  in  that  city,  he  found  the  Bureau's 
market  reports  posted  on  a  display  stand.

The  Special  Agricultural  Decoration  of  the  First  Class  has  been  con- 
ferred upon  Asher  Hobson  and  C»  J.  Galpin  of  this  Bureau,  and  upon  Miss  Grace

This  T7as  what  the  managem.ent  of  the  Pacific  International  Livestock 
ShoY7  endeavored  to  find  out  through  meat  judging  contests  for  the  ladies  in 
attendance.     The  show  ^ras  held  in  Portland  from  October  27_  to  i\rovember  5. 
Four  rib  roasts,  typical  of  the  Department's  choice,  good,  medium  and  com- 
mon grades,  selected  by  J.  K.  7allace  of  the  Livestock,  Meats  and  Tool 
Division,  ;7ere  placed  in  a  show  case.     Score  cards  were  given  the  contes- 
tants, and  the  one  making  the  correct  or  nearest  correct  selections  for 
the  various  grades,  received  as  reuard  a  choice  rib  roast. 

George  T.  7illingmiyre,  of  the  division,  xrho  attended  the  exposition, 
has  \vritten  back  that  our  exhxibit  dre-^  large  crouds  and  was  ^ondcubtedly  a 
credit  to  the  Bureau. 
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Vol-ame  of  v7ork  in  the  San  Francisco  office  of  tho  (}rain  Investiga- 
tions Project  necessitates  additional  man  pov/er  there  in  handling  the  many 
pro^oloms  'jhich  are  pressing  for  attention.

Six  distinct  lines  of  grain  investigational  770 rk  are  in  progress  in 
California.     George  IT.  Bodnor  has  hejn  carrying  on  the  rork  since  the 
early  part  of  last  sunimer,   out  is  no-j  receiving  more  requests  for  his  ser- 
vices than  he  is  able  to  meet.     The  T7ork  includes: 

(1)  Grain  cleaning  on  the  farm.     Assistance  is  "being  given  to 
farmers  in  installing  practical  methods  of  cleaning  their  seed  and  market 
grain  on  the  farm. 

(2)  Gleaning  rice  at  threshing  machines  oy  means  of  the  Bates  as- 
pirator.    This  •       "~tus  is  the  invention  of  E.  !T-  Bates  and  is  proving 
popular  in  Call  .    Farmers  are  benefited  by  the  use  of  this  device  in 
that  the  aspiraLor  removes  most  of  the  ^reed  seeds,   stra^,  chaff,  and  empty 
kernels  of  .rice,  and  also  increases  its  test  vjeight  per  bushel.    Eice  afte 
having  been  cleaned  by  the  aspirator  sells  at  a  considerable  premi^jm  over 
TThat  it  would  bring  in  an  uncloaned  state.     Until  Mr.  Bates'  invention, 
rice  cleaning  had  not  been  done. 

(3)  Aiding  farmers  and  others  to  convert  their  methods  of  grain  ha 
ling  from  the  laborious  and  costly  sack  system  to  the  mechanical  and  more 
economical  bulk  system. 

(4)  Assisting  the  grain  trade  in  designing  bulk  grain  stora.::: 
eqmpment,  including  farm  storage  and  country  elevators. 

(5)  Conducting  investigations  to  determine  That  effect,  if  any,  b-jl 
handling  "jill  have  on  the  b  re -Ting  qualities  of  barley.     California  barley 
is  a  desirable  type  of  barley  for  bre-:7ing  and  sells  in  Europe  at  higher 
prices  than  other  types  of  barley.     At  present  it  is  handled  and  e:rported 
almost  entirely  in  bulk. 

(6)  Conducting  investigations  in  the  -ashing  of  ^heat  to  remove  s 
from  the  grain. 

Grain  investigational  work  has  been  conducted  by  the  Bureau  in  the 
Pacific  ITorth'TOSt  for  a- number  cf  years.     Although  considerable  progress 
been  made  in  these  lines  of  work,   research  in  that  section  is  not  complete 
For  that  reason  Mr,  Bates'  ^-^ork  "dll  not  be  confined  to  California,  but  he  ^ 
will  continue  to  be  available  for  any  additional  work  in  the  pacific  North- 
west, partic-ularly  as  a  consulting  specialist  to  aid  State  agencies  r^n?  ^ ri 
organizations  in  the  solution  of  their  grain  handling  problems.

Detailed  results  of  a  survey  of  the  factors  that  have  been  responsi- 
ble for  raigratlon  to  and  from- the  farm  have  just .been  published  in  a  mimeo- 
graphed report  entitled  "Analysis  of  Migration  of  Population  To  and  Erom 
Farms."    The  study  was  made  by  C.'  J,  Galpin,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of 
Farm  Population  and  Sural  Life. 

The  survey  disclosed -that-  some  farmers  move  to  tovvn  because  they  can 
not  make  farming  pay,  or  are  dravm  to  the  city  by  the  lure  of  a  larger  in- 
come; others  move  because  of  better  school  facilities  for  their  children; 
others  miove  because  of  being  physically  unable  to  continue  farm.i ng,  and  a 
small  number  because  of  financial'  ability  to  retire.  " 

Most  of  the  persons  moving  from  cities  to  farms  were  found  to  be  form.- 
er  farmers  who  had  been  disillusioned  by  city  life..     They,  found  they  could 

"3.ke  abetter  living  on  the.  farm  than.,  in. the-  city.  Some  moved' back 'to  the 

-Arm  because,  of  better  living  conditions  in  the  country;  the  high  cost  of  liv- 
ing in  cities  drove  others-  to  the  farm,  and  still  others/.-ere  induced  to  take 
up  farming. for  the  satisfaction  of  an  independent  life  A 

The  survey  covered  2,745  persons  now  in  cities  who  had  moved  from,  farm.s 
scattered  generally  throughout  the  coiontry;  and  1,167  persons  on  farm.s  who  had 
recently  moved  from,  .cities  stated  their  ■  reasons  for  "'giving  up  city  life. 

More  than  half  the  migrants  from  farms  to  cities  still  'hold  title  to 
their  farms,  the  report  shows.     Th-es'e  migrants  to  cities  had,'  on  the  average, 
between  1  and  2  of  their  children-  with  them  in  the  city,'  town  or  village  home, 
the  average  number  in  each-  family  being  a  little  more  than  3  children.  The 
conclusion  is  dra-wn  that  in  som.e  cases  one  or  more  children  were  left  to 
operate  the  farm,  while  the  other  neAc-^rs  of  the  family  moved  to  the  city. 

Most  of  the  migrants- to  cities  v;ere  found  to  be  ifarm^ers  of  long  stand- 
ing.    The2 ere  abo^jit  equally  divided  amiong  those  who  had  never  done  anything 
but  farm,   Txid  those  who  had  tried  other  occupations.     Most  of  them  had  been 
cultivators  of  m.oderately  large  farms.     One-third  of  thoseVwho  still,  owned  ■ 
farms  after  moving  to.  to^vn  received  over  half  their  subsequent  income  fromi 
farms.     About  one-,third  of  the  farm.s  of  those  who-  still  own  their  farm.s  are 
operated  by  tenaiits  who  are  blood  relations.- 

I\i0t  being  able  to  "m.ake  ends  meet"  while  on  the  farm,  was  the  chief 
reason  that  a  third  of  the  mAgrahts  gave  for  giving  up  farmingA  Physical  dis- 
ability caused  the  .movemisnt  of  one-fourth  the  number  of  mAgrants.     To  gain  a 
better  schooling-  f^r  their  children  ranked  high  as  an  inducem.ent  v.Ath  both 
owners  and  tenants.     Financial  ability  to  retire  was  the  reason  why  one  farm.- 
er  out  every  forty  mioved  to  the  c-ity. 

Out  of  1,166  persons  v;ho  m.oved  from  cities  to  farm^s,  86.7  per  cent  or 
1,011  persons,  had  had  farm:  experience,  either  as  a  former  farm  owner,  a  ten- 
ant, or  by  having  been  born  and  raised  on  a  farm.     One-third  and  more  of  those 
--0  had  previous  farm  experience  had  owned  farmis  before,  and  one-third  had 
iried  their  hand  at  being  farm  tenants. 

About  two-third  of  the  migrants  from  cities  to  farms  left  the  cities  to 
find  m.ore  healthful  living  conditions  for  parents  and  children. 

High  cost  of  living  in  the  city,  being  tired  of  city  life,  and  the 
greater  independence  of  life  on  a  farmi  were  the  chief  reasons  which  m.any  m:en 
gave  for  going  to  the  farm  from  the  city.

G.  A,  Elliot,  supervising  seed  analyst  of  the  Seed  Branch,  Ottawa, 
Ontario,  Canada,  and  Aug-ast  Pepin,  supervising  seed  analyst,  Quebec  City, 
Quebec,  called  on  the  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division  l^ovember  4.     The  purpose 
of  their  visit  was  to  examine  the  laboratory  methods  and  equipment  used  by 
the  division  in  its  standardization  work  as  \7ell  as  to  discuss  seed  veri- 
fication problems.    A  revision  of  the  Canadian  hay  standards  is  contemplated 
in  the  near  future,  at  v/hich  time  the  U.  S.  hay  standards  may  be  adopted  in 
"^hole  or  in  part  by  the  Canadian  Government.     The  Canadian  Department  of 
Agriculture  has  had  six  of  its  representatives  trained  in  the  U.  S.  hay 
standards  and  in  Federal  inspection  methods  at  the  TiTashington  and  Kansas 
City  offices  of  the  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division.

William  Broxton,  Cold  Storage  Report  Section,  returned  to  the  office 
Monday  from  a  trip  to  the  State  of  Washington  where  he  visited  cold  stor- 
age warehouses  and  packing  house  plants  in  the  interest  of  the  cold  stor- 
age and  slaughterhouse  reports  compiled  in  the  Section. 

John  Peabody,  of  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates,  who 
v/as  operated  upon  at  Stanton  Park  Hospital  on  October  31,  is  still  unable 
to  receive  visitors  at  the  time  this  paper  goes  to  press. 

W.  D.  Smith,  in  charge  of  the  New  Orleans  office  of  the  Grain  Inves* 
tigations  Project,  is  spending  some  time  at  Lake  Charles,  La.,  investiga- 
ting an  experiment  in  harvesting  rice  with  a  combine.    Rice  after  cutting 
by  this  method  will  have  a  high  moisture  content  and  the  excess  moisture 
will  have  to  be  removed  to  put  the  rice  in  condition  for  safe  storage  and  for 
milling.     In  this  experiment  the  rice  will  be  dried  immediately  in  a  com-  , 
merical  drier  which  is  installed  in  one  of  the  large  rice  mills  in  Lake 
Charles.     If  this  method  of  harvesting  proves  successful  it  will  mean  a  big 
saving  to  rice  farmers  in  their  harvesting  and  handling  'costs.

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POULTRY  FOOD  PRODUCTS  TO  BE 
INSPECTED  EOR  EXPORT. 

Rules  and  regulations  governing  the  inspection  of  dressed  poultry 
carcasses,  poultry  byproducts  and  poultry  food  products  were  recently 
promulgated  "by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,    Under  these  rules  and 
regdlations  the  Bureau  ^vill  make  inspections  of  such  products  at  Camden, 
N.  J,,  for  the  Campbell  Soup  Company,    Arrangements  may  later  be  made 
for  the  inspection  of  these  products  at  other  points  for  other  firms. 
The  inspection  service  at  Camden  Y/ill  be  ^onder  the  supervision  of  L»  D. 
Ives,  who  is  in  charge  of  the  live  poultry  inspection  service  in  New  York 
City.    This  inspection  service  vTill  be  used  by  the  Campbell  Soup  Company 
on  all  poultry  food  products,  including  chicken  soup,  etc.,  exported  by 
that  firm  to  Canada,  which  country  requires  that  all  poultry  food  products 
imported  be  accompanied  by  an  export  certificate  of  inspection  issued  by 
the  Government  inspection  agency  of  the  exporting  country. 

The  Camipbell  Company  for  the  past  seven  years  has  been  trying  to 
find  a  v/ay  to  obtain  Government  inspection  during  which  period  it  has  been 
debarred  from  shipment  of  its  poultry  food  products  to  Canada. 

FIELD  OFFICERS  COITFER  IN  WASHINGTON 
ON  'JARSHOUSE  PROBLEMS. 

Four  of  the  field  officers  of  the  T/arehouse  Division  spent  several 
days  in  the  'Washington  office  last  week  and  Monday  of  this  week  conferring 
on  problems  concerning  the  work  of  their  respective  offices.    Robert  Tfeldie 
and  IVilliam  L.  Spray  of  the  'Vichita  office  took  up  particularly  matters 
pertaining  to  the  grain  warehousing  v;ork  in  the  Middle  '.Test  and  the  proposed 
revision  of  the  grain  warehouse  regulations.     G.  F.  Burns  and  E.  B»  Ezell 
of  the  Louisville  office  \7ere  in  to  discuss  the  grain  work,  particularly, 
that  east  of  the  Mississippi  River.    Mr.  Burns  also  received  instructions 
while  here  in  the  handling  of  the  different  commodities  which  will  be  store 
in  licensed  warehouses  in  Tennessee,  Kentucky,  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois, 
Michigan  and  Wisconsin,  it  being  proposed  to  open  a  district  office  in 
Indianapolis  the  first  of  the  year  of  which  Mr,  Burns  will  be  placed  in 
charge.    Through  this  office  the  tobacco  work  for  Kentucky,  Tennessee  and 
Wisconsin,  and  the  grain,  canned  foods  and  wool  work  in  Ohio,  Illinois, 
Indiana,  Michigan  and  Wisconsin  will  be  handled. 

ARIvlY  RADIO  SERVICE.  AVAILABLE 
TO  LOS  AITGELES,  CALIF. 

According  to  P.B.A.  Circular  No.  86  arrangements  have  been  com- 
pleted by  the  War  Department  whereby  radio  communications  for  Los  Angeles 
California,  will  be  handled  direct  by  Army  radio.     The  Signal  Corps 
facilities  will  be  located  in  the  Federal  Building  and  messenger  service 
will  be  furnished  within  the  city  limits. 

The  Business  Manager  urges  that  officials'  of  the  Bureau  having 
occasion  to  send  messages  to  Los  Angeles,  utilize  the  Army  radio  service  ' 
whenever  possible.

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EUROPEAN  AaH I CULTURE  AS 

SEEN  BY  iViR.  FISKE.. 

"r;hat  can  be  said  in  a  page  about  a  trip  throuc^h  seven  co\intries  of 
northern  Europe,  except  to  sum  up  the  general  impression?"  observes  our  un- 
official delegate,  G.  B,  Fiske,  lately  returned  from  the  Earm  Bureau  Feder- 
ation to^jr.    Mr.  Fiske,  on  leave  of  absence  from  the  Bureau,  spent  fourteen 
weeks  studying  the  agricultural  situation  abroad, 

"What  v/e  have  reallj^  learned  about  farming  we  hardly  knov/  yet.  'Ve 
shall  need  to  think  it  over  for  a  v/hile.     iVe  have  discovered  that  many  prac- 
tices that  seemed  queer  are  v;ell  suited  to  conditions.     We  have  observed  new 
v/ays  to  get  more  joy  out  of  country  life,  new  ideas  on  relationships  with 
hired  help  and  handling  farm  animals.     'Te  have  been  much  interested  in  some 
of  the  little  Icnown  breeds  of  dairy  and  general  purpose  cattle  and  in  some  kinct 
of  horses,  pigs  and  poultry.    A  fevr  will  try  out  seeds  from  such  novelties  as 
the  giant  gooseberries  and  good  x^l'^^i'^s  of  northern  Europe,  or  the  fine  look- 
ing hothouse  peaches  of  Holland.     We  arc  even  v/ondering  whether  we  could  beat 
the  English  grov/ers  with  some  of  their  best  apple  varieties  and  ship  them  back. 

"We  have  run  across  ideas  that  gave  a  jolt  to  our  notions  and  will 
need  adjusting.    As  for  practical  devices,  we  have  picked  up  a  few  by 
chance;  such  as  a  simple  self-closing  gate,  a  lever  systemi  to  raise  a  whole 
rov;  of  greenhouse  ventilators,  a  tie-up  plan  for  stalls  and  cattle  barns.  The 
fine  pastures  everywhere  attracted  us  strongly  and  some  of  us  will  make  new 
efforts  in  top-dressing  such  land.     Some  of  those  G-erman  land  working  machines 
started  new  ideas.     There  were  successful  farmers  from  every  part  of  our  coun- 
try and  the  v;hole  field  of  agriculture  was  threshed  over  with  new  points  of 
view  here  and  there,  suggested  by  different  practice  in  the  countries  visit^^d. 

"The  travelers  saw  some  things  that  they  hope  will  never  come  to  their 
co^antry;  such  as  the  hai-d  field  labor  of  v/omen  and  children;  and  the  excess- 
ive use  of  hand  work;  the  distressingly  low  wages  and  the  i)i^ched  ways  of 
living.     V.rhile  traveling  by  night,   it  occurred  to  as  that  our  railroads 
might  well  try  out  the  small  sleeping  apartments  more  comfortable  and  private 
than  the  long  rows  of  bunks  in  our  ovm  sleeping  cars.     We  favored  the  low- 
priced,  standardized  meaJs  served  on  the  trains.     We  considered  the  tourist 
busses  more  comfortable  and  speedy  than  our  own,  sometimes. 

"As  for  cooperation  and  organization,  the  farm  tourists  saw  many  kinds 
and  each  of  them  could  talk  about  the  subject  by  the  hour,  but  ive  donH  know 
how  much  will  come  of  it.     Long  careful  study  of  these  systems  by  experts 
v/ill  be  needed  before  we  can  tell  what,  if  anything,  there  is  in  it  for  us, 
but  surely  we  shall  have  something  to  say  about  it  when  it  comes  to  the  front 
in  our  home  towns.     Each  foreign  country  has  worked  out  its  plan  according  to 
conditions  and  the  ways,  of  the  people.    Anericans  doubtless  will  ho.ve  to  do 
the  same.    Our  travel  trip  just  scratched  the  surface  in  a  few  placed  in  the 
great  region  called  Europe.     There  v;ill  be  more  such  trips  and  much  new  tho\igh'. 
77ill  be  stirred  up.     Farmers  will  come  back  to  talk  it  over  and  some  progress 
may  follow. 

"After  looking  over  conditions  on  the  farming  country  in  northern 
Europe,  it  seemed  to  some  of  our  farmers  that  in  farm  organization  our  own 
country  is  mid-wo,y,  being  a  little  more  united  and.  cooperative  than  the  French 
and  Belgian  or  even  than  the  English,  about  the  same  in  a  general  way  as  the 
IXitch,  but  v/ithout  tV.c  single  minded,  willing  zeal  of  the  Danes,  or  the  lock- 
step  all-together  unity  of  the  Germans.    English  officials  se.^m  to  consider 
our  own  cooperative  achievements  as  more  important  than  we  usually  regard  them 
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oiaxselves,  and  the  visitors  were  almost  s"arprised  to  hear  of  oiir  cooperatives 
in  fruits  and  other  specialties  receive  high  praise  iroin  expert  critics  who 
were  familiar  also  v/ith  v.'hat  is  being  done  in  Europe.     Probably  we  are  too 
close  to  some  of  our  good  points  of  progress  to  see  them' in"  due  proportion.

The  n-'Jinber  of  bean  inspections  londer  U.  S.  Standards,  at  shipping  points 
in  Idaho  and  Colorado  since  the  1927  crop  started  to  move  in  September,  already 
has  exceeded  the  total  n^jirroer  of  inspections  made  last  season.  This  has 
necessitated  an  increase  in  the  inspection  force  in  those  States. 

Shippers  who  were  the  first  to  avail  themselves  of  this  service  are 
still  enthusiastic  supporters.     l/Iany  other  shippers  are  using  the  service 
this  season  follo'ving  the  demonstration  of  its  value  and  practicability  on 
the  1926  crop.     The  trade  also  is  learning  the  value  of  the  service  and  the

At  a  meeting  of  the  Better  Beef  Association  in  Kansas  City  ITovernber 
15,  a  resolution  ^as  offered  authorizing  the  Executive  Committee  to  confer 
Y;ith  representatives  of  the  fo-'jj:  large  packers,  for  the  p^orpose  of  draft- 
ing a  bill  to  make  beef  grading  compulsory  and  to  include  good  and  medium 
grades.     The  resolution  v/as  unanimously  adopted.     The  resolution  also  sug- 
gests combining  prim.e  and  choice  grades  under  the  term,  "choice",  lo'.7er 
grade  terms  to  remain  as  at  present.     It  suggests  the  use  of  packer  graders 
under  Government  supervision  and  the  use  of  our  standards  v;ith  stipulated 
penalties  for  violation.    Packers  V70uld  be  permitted  to  use  their  ovvn  brands 
in  lieu  of  '3-cvernment  grade  terms  provided  beef  so  branded  conform.s  to 
G-overnm.ent  grade  specif  icaiions *7hen  so  branded  the  same  supervision  Y;ould 
apply.    Packers  miay  choose  the  method  preferred  but  m.ay  not. use  both  the 
Governm.ent  grade  ter^s  and  their  own  brand.     The  resolution  also  requests 
tha,t  the  Department  of  i\griculture  and  the  packers  draft  ne;7  specifications 
to  cover  present  prime  and  choice  grades.

DR.   STQGICBERGER  DISCUSSES  PERSOIJNSL 
PROBLEM  OF  DEPARTMENT. 

The  personnel  prolDleiTi  is  the  most  irriportant  of 'all  prohloms  in  the 
Department,  according  to        V/.  Stockberger,  Director  of  Personnel  and  Busi- 
ness Administration  of  the  Department.     Dr.  Stockherger  brought  this  out  in 
an  address  before  the  Extension  Conference  on  November  9,  held  in  the  con- 
ference room  at  220  Fourteenth  Street.     His  s  tat  em.ent  .  that  "Growth  expressed 
through  prom.otion  or  advancemenG  is  tne  very  life  of  an  organization"  is 
significant  of  his  attitude  toward  the  nTo-"tion  of  promotion,  8.nd  his  re- 
marks throughout  his  address  revealud  :..  thy  for  and  apijreciat ion  of  the 
individu.al^s  rights  that  could  only  have  been  gained  through  a  close  study 
of  our  personnel. 

Dr.  Stockberger  gave  some  interesting  figures  which  he  had  gathered 
in  a  study  of  prom.otions  v/ithin  the  Department.     "At  the  end  of  the  calendar 
year  1926,"  he  said,   "there  were  506  employes  on  the  IVashington  rolls  v/ho  had 
been  in  the  service  for  twenty  3^ears  or  more.     In  1906  the  average  salary  of 
this  group  was  $1173  and  in  1925  it  was  $2815,  an  increase  of  138$.  Of  this 
increase  4Sf:  occurred  during  the  first  dec  89%  during  th-.:-  cc  cond  dec  ad 

There  was  also  on  the  rolls  in  1926  a  grou;.  ..-1  eranloycs  v/ho  entered  the 

service  in  1917  at  salaries  v/hich  averciged  In  1926  the  average  salary 

was  $2127  vfhich  represents  an  increase  of  9.^;..  i.-  ten  years  of  service.  A 
third  group  of  226  employes  who  entered  the  service  in  1921  at  salaries  aver- 
aging, $1316,  had  reached  an  average  of  $1902  in  1926,  an  increase  of  44.5-^ 
in  five  years  of  service." 

There  are  three  important  reasons  for  the  inequalities  in  the  progress 
of  employes  over  a  period  years,  Dr.  Stockberger  found,  namicly,   (1)  education 
and  training;   (2)   social  intelligence;   (3)  the  accident  of  circumstance. 
Defining  the  term,  "social  intelligence"  he  s3.id: 

"The  general  term  intelligence  has  been  humorously  defined  as  the 
relative  amount  of  dumbness  a  per-:^;oii  possesses,  but  as  a  factor  in 
personal  progress  there  is  sometj.rini^  in  addition  to  that  character- 
istic which  largely  determines  success  or  failure.     I  have  tried  to 
define  that  something  as  social  intelligence  -  that  group  of  person- 
ality tra^its  which  determines  the  conduct  of  an  individual  in  his 
relations  and  contac'  his  feilo-  .-s**!! 

As  illustrating  th...  i.npertaiit  part  T.i.'>  --c:  by  education  and  training  in 
the  advancem.ent  of  an  individual,  Dr.  Stockberger  stated: 

"To  determine  the  rela^tion  of  education  and  training  to  the  grade 
of  position  held  I  examined  the  records  of  the  231  employes  in  the  pro- 
fessional servi.ce  who  in  1926  had  been  on  the  rolls  of  the  Departmient 
for  20  years  or  m,.ore,  and  divided  them,  into  4  groups,  first,   those  XTho 
had  no  academhc  d^jgree;  second,  those  \'ho  had  onl^   -a  Bachelor's  degree; 
third,   those  vmc  had  a  Master's  degree;  and  fourth,  those  who  had  a 
Doctor's  degree.     This  lasL  group  was  sub-divided  into  those  who  had 
earned  or  those  vdio  had  honorary  degrees  conferred  upon  themi.     I  found 
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that  of  these  231  employes  59  v/ere  classified  in  Grade  P-5,  5  having 
no  degree,  12  the  Bachelor's  degree,  20  the  Master's  degree,  and  22  the 
Doctor's  degree,  15  earned  and  ?  honorarj^.     There  \^eTe  76  G.rnployes  in 
Grade  P-4,  8  having  no  degree,  35  the  Bachelor's  degree,  18  the  Master's 
degree  and  16  the  Doctor's  degree,  13  earned  and  3  honorary.     In  each 
degree  class  the  percentage  of  the  erriployes  vlio  have  been  advanced  to 
Grade  P-5  or  higher  is  as  follows:     Ko  degree,   15, 6>;  Bachelor's  degree, 
19.74,;  Master's  degree,  38.5^;  Doctor's  degree,  earned,  44.4^o;  Doctor^s 
degree,  honorary,  80. 0-$.     Similarly,  the  percentage  of  the  employes  in 
each  degree  class  who  in  1926  assified  in  Grade  F-4  is;     Ivo  de- 

gree, 25. 0^^;  Bachelor's  degree  ,  Master's  degree  31. 5^^;  Doctor's 

degree,  earned,  oo.l^b;  Doctor's  degree,  honorary,  2C.Cfo.  These  f igares  | 
indicate  very  clearly  that  factors  other  than  the  3,ttainment  of  an  | 
academic  degree  have  contributed  materially  to  the  progress  of  many  '■ 
individuals  in  this  group,  othervi  -ouli  not  have  5  men  ivithout 

a  degree,  and  12  men  with  the  Bac  -  ,--_-    . '-_.gr cu  only  in  Grade  P-5." 

Speaking  of  the  criticis  iloyes  of  the  Classification  Act,  i 

Dr.  Stockberger  stated  that  he  i^^-i.^  that  the  fact  that  the  Act  did  not 
prove  to  be  a  general  salary  increase  Act  and  that  em.T)loyes  failed  to  receive 
immediate  pecuniary  benefit  under  the  Act  has  blinded  many  to  its  numerous 
and  perm.anent  advantages  to  the  Department  as  a  whole.     He  stated  that  the 
Classification  Board  also  is  a  subject  of  criticism  for  its  failure  to  approve 
some  of  the  recommendations  submitted  to  it  by  the  Departmient,  adding- 
'•'Luring  the  calendar  year  19^:6  I  sent  to  the  Board  1465  classification  sheets 
cover  in;  - -  •  -  --3  or  changes  in  duties.     Of  these  rocomimendations  the 

Board  ,     Tnis  is  a  very  good  batting  average,  yet  one  disapprov- 

al causes  iiiucn  more  comment  than  a  h-andred  approvals."

The  following  excerpt  from  a  report  made  "by  'V.  H.  :.:cLonald,  Grain 
S-upervinor  of  th.?  Chicago  office,  of  a  meeting  of  grain  shippers  v^^llich  he 
attended  in  the  vicinity  of  Joliet,  Illinois,  illustrates  the  splendid  re- 
ception our  grain  supervision  workers  receive  at  local  meetings  of  grain  or 
ganizations,     The  meeting  in  question  was  called  •bv  Secretary  Culbertson  of 
the  Illinois "Grain  Dealers  Association  on  October  SO,  this  being  the  second 
meeting  of  its  kind  in  that  vicinity  1-mown  as  "group  meetings,"  where  all 
problems  that  concern  the  country  sliipper  are  discussed. 

"I  explained  the  organization  of  the  Federal  Gra-in  Supervision 
and  the  problems . that  the  Department  are  confronted  with  in  the  way 
of  obtaining  representative  samples  and  pointing  out  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  country  shipper  on  his  part  in  properly  loading  his 
grain,  whereby  representative  samples  m.ight  be  obtained. 

"I  am  pleased  to  report  that  I  did  not  receive  any  complaintc 
against  the  U.  S*  Federal  Grain  Standards  or  their  application. 
Those  who  saw  fit  to  express  their  opinions  on  tne  service  ren- 
dered by  the  Department  were  very  favorable  and  they  of  course 
were  unable  to  \mderstand  why  in  some  instances  there  V7as  such  a 
variation  as  to  the  grade  assigned  by  the  inspector  and  this  of- 
fice,- their  attitude  being  at  all  tim.es  however  that  the  Depart- 
ment was  correct,  indicating  that  they  had  confidence  in  the  ser- 
vice rendered  by  this  Department  and  the  Inspection  Departm.ent 
was  careless  in  their  v/ork  at  times.     They  landoubtedly  formed 
their  opinion  from  our  inspection  as  to  our  responsibility,  which 
I  attempted  to  explain  to  them  in  detail  and  they  readily  grasped 
the  situation  that  the  Department  had  no  control  over  the  grain 
samplers  other  than  to  discipline  the  licensed  inspector  who  is 
often  times  innocent  in  his  m.isgrades. 

•'I  found  that  the  motion  pictures  illustrating  the  very  steps 
in  determining  grades  under  the  U.  S.  Grain  Standards  Act  was  very 
interesting  to  those  pre  sent  and  prom.pted  them  to  ask  many  ques- 
tions that  they  were  seeking  light  on,  v/hich  otherwise  would  not 
have  been  brought  out  at  the  meetings.     The  interest  manifested  is 
based  on  the  tim.e  consumed  in  discL'ssing  with  them,  the  graci'iv 
problems  which  lasted  from.  8:45  a.m..  to  11:00  a.m.,  the  grca'zcr 
part  of  this  tim.e  being  devoted  to  answering  questions  of  the 
various  members  present.

Division  of  the  California  Vineyardists  Association,  from  its  inception  la 
June  until  some  time  "before  the  close  of  the  grape  season,  in  some  measure 
indicates  the  increasing  confidence  in  the  practical  service  which  nas 
rendered  by  that  organization*     The  final  membership  of  the  Clearing  Hous^ 
controlled  about  80  per  cent  of  the  total  crop  tonnage*    E.  V/,  Still'^'/ell, 
of  the  ffruit  and  Vegetable  Division,  who  spent  four  months  in  Eresno  as- 
sisting the  Association  in  this  organized  plan  of  marketing  returned  last 
week  with  the  report  that  on  the  v.hole  the  season  could  be  considered  a 
successful  one. 

Daily  detailed'  reports  to  shippers,  compiled  under  the  direction 
of  C.  E.  Schultz,  supplemented  by  general  recor/imendations  and  the  v/ork  of 
five  district  committees  formed  in  the  principal  producing  sections  to 
consider  the  control  of  volume;  quality  and  other  matters  vitally  affect- 
ing the  marketing  of  the  crop,  resulted  in  a  stabilization  of  prices,  Thes 
services  created  confidence  among  shippers  even  under  circumstances  which 
were  unfavorable  to  successful  marketing,  namely,  the  largest  crop  ever 
produced  in  California  and  uncertainty  and  hesitancy  among  buyers  due  to 
losses  in  speculative  operations  during  1925  and  1926* 

Mr,  Stillwell  sees  as  the  most  spectacular  and  perhaps  the  most  bene- 
ficial phase  of  the  work  the  carrying  out  of  a  few  specific  programs  for 
the  curtailment  of  volume  which  was  followed  by  a  stimulation  of  trade  and 
better  prices. 

Many  difficulties  were  experienced,  yet  the  bulk  of  the  crop  was 
marketed  at  fairly  satisfactory  prices  and  shippers  give  the  Clearing  ■ 
House  credit  for  this  result.  '."Jhile  the  season's  work  has  demonstrated  that 
certain  changes  in  the  type  of  organization  and  manner  of  operating  are 
necessary,  practically  all  recognize  that  a  Clearing  House  for  1928  is  a 
necessity*

Complaints  registered  by  cotton  dealers  in  the  Mississippi  Valley,  b 
cause  of  shrinkage  in  cotton  while  in  storage,  has  caused  the  V/arehouse 
Division  to  make  rather  comxDrehensive  investigations  to  determine  v/hat 
shrinkage  may  actually  take  place  while  the  cotton  is  in  the  warehouses 
and  what  may  be  the  cause  of  it^     In  the  complaints  losses  were  cited 
ranging  from"  5  to  as  n-iuch  as  10  .points  a  bale.     The  Warehouse  people  were 
of  the  opinion  that  the  losses  were  not  traceable  to  the  warehousemen,  but 
to^the  nature  of  the  cotton  at  the  time  it  entered  storage, varying  climati 
conditions,  and  excessive  sampling.     The  investigations  thus  far  made 
under  the  direction  of  E,  G.  Grout,  in  charge  of  the  Atlanta  office  of 
the  lYarehouse  Division,  demonstrate  clearly  that  the  Bureau* s  contention 
was  correct.  It  has  been  conceded  that  much  of  the  cotton  in  question  v;ent 
into  the  warehouses  in  rather  a  green  state.    Eollowing  this  there  have  be 
dry  spells  ranging  from  six  to  ten  v/eeks.     This  has  accounted  for  part  of 
the  loss.    At  each  house  where  the  investigation  was  made  two  days  follo-.vi 
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a  three-day  rain  there  v/as  actually  e  net  gain  in  v/eight  of  the  total 
mirnber  of  'bales  studied,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  an  average  of  1,69 
pounds  had  heen  drawn  per  bale  for  sanpling  purposes.     In  the  matter  of 
loss  due  to  sampling,  it  was  found  that  frequently  bales  were  sampled 
three  and  four  times,  and  quite  a  number  of  bales  even  five  'times,  and 
that  for  each  sampling  at  least  a  pound  was' drav/n* 

To  help  clear  up  this  matter- of  shrinkage  the  Southern  Cotton  Ship- 
pers Association,  with  headquarters  at  Jackson,  Miss.,  plans  to  request 
the  cotton  trade  at  each  point  at  which  shrinkage  has  been  particularly 
noticeable  to  direct  all  warehousemen  at  those  points  not  to  sample  or 
permit  .'to  be  sampled  any  of  their  cotton  except  upon  specific  written 
instructions  from  the  ovrner  of  the  cotton.     In  this  move  the  "i'varehouse 
Division  will  be  in  full- sympathy,

by  the  Association  to  submit  it  to  the  Insurance  Corrumissioner  and  the 
Attbrney  General  of:  the  State  for  their  approval.     Iri 'Missouri,  follor;- 
ing  Mr*  Valgren^-s  ^address  on  standardization,  a  coTimittee  was  appointed 
to  study  the  question  of  standard  policies  and  forms  for  the  farm.ers 
mutuals  of  that  State  and  to  report  its  findings  and.  recommendations  to 
the  next  annual  convention*.   In  Kansas  a  standard  form. of  policy  has 
been  adopted  by  a  group  of  the  mutual  companies  and  its  general  adoption 
and  use  are  'being  urged*  ■ 

The  standardization  of  forms 'and  practices, • according  to  Mr,  Valgren, 
would  greatly  strengthen  the  position  of  the  farmers  mutual  insurance 
companies  in  the  various  States,    Among' the  advantages  claimed  for  stan- 
viardizatio'n  by  Mr*  Valgren *are  the  following:    Economy -in  the  purchase  cf 
policy,  application  and  record  forms;  expediting  cooperation  betT/een  com- 
panies in  matters  of  insurance  for  ' their  larger  risks';  greater  accept- 
ability of  the  policies  of  these  m;j.tua Is  to  farm  mortgage  agencies  which 
require  insurance  policies  as  Qollateralj*  and  improved  standing  vjith.  State 
insurance  departments  as  well  as  with  the  insuring  public,

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LAI-JD  PROBLEMS  STUDIED 

IN  NEVADA  AND  COLORADO.. 

.E.  0,  Y/ooton  "and  B,;  0,.  Weitz  are  "back  from  a  five  months'  field 
trip  to  Nevada  and  Northwestern  Colorado  '.vhere  they  studied  land  utili- 
zation problems.     One  prohlem  in  Nevada  is  to  get  together  all  available 
reliable  information  concerning  the  factors  that  now  control  the  use  of 
land  in  that  State»     The  climatic  and  other  physical  conditions  in  the 
State  are  such  that  most  of. the  privately  owned  land  must  be  used  in 
connection  with  public  lands.    More  than  three-fourths  of  the  area  of 
the  State  is  still  public  domain,  which,  under  existing  laws,  cannot  be 
assigned  to  the  use  of . individuals ,    The  best  utilization  of  the  land  is 
to  be  brought ■ about  only  by  such  individual  use.     It  is  expected  that  the 
study  will  at  least  clearly  set  forth  the  prerequisites  of  further  develop- 
ment in  the  region^  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  conclusions  reached  vdll  poin 
the  way  to  the  proper  kind  of  much  needed  land  legislation. 

The  Colorado  study  was  made  in  cooperation  with  L%  A#  Moorhouse, 
Professor  of  Rural  Economics  and  Sociology,  and  others  from  the  State 
Agricultural  College/    The  completion  of  the  Moffatt  tunnel  through  the 
heart  of  the  Rockies  has  been  promised  for  about  December  1,  and  devel- 
opment in  that  region  tributary  to  the  Denver  and  Salt  Lake  Railroad  is 
tO'  be  expected  in  the  near  future.    This  study  was  made  in  anticipation 
of  increasing  demands  for  information  concerning  the  region.     The  State 
College  will  publish  a  bulletin  on  a  farm  management  and  settler's 
progress  survey  of  the  five  northwestern  counties  and  the  relation  of 
land  tenure  and  other  factors  to  the  potential  utilization  of  these 
lands  will  be  treated  by  the  Bureau  investigators.

The  able  manner  in  which  the  field  Statisticians  of  the  Division 
of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimate.s  are  taking  hold  of  the  increased  work  and 
responsibility  resulting  from  the  decentralization  of  the  crop  reporting 
activities  in  V;ashington  this  season  is  the  cause  of  comment  by  Charles 
F.  Sarle.    Returning  from  an  extended  trop  through  the  Western  States 
last  v/eek,  Mr.  Sarle  said  he  was  much,  impressed  with  the  men's  efficiency. 

He  had  been  in  the  field  s.ince  September,     In  the  Des  i/Icines  of- 
fice he  spent  three  weeks '  v;orking  on  a  special  acreage  determination 
problem  using  assessors'  agricultural  census  of  crop  acreage.  Eighteen 
field  offices  were  visited  and  the  December,  1927,  revisions  of  1925  and 
1927  estimates  of  crop  production  were  reviewed  in  ten  of  these  offices. 
Considerable  progress  was  made  in  the  analysis  of  the  rural  carrier  acre- 
age survey  material  in  Western  States  where  the  returns  are  small  and 
conditions  extremely  variable.    Plans  v/ere  vrorked  out  with  officials  of 
the  Agricultural  College  and  Extension  Services  of  Oregon  and  Colorado 
which  will  enable  these  institutions  to  obtain  farm  prices  for  economic 
areas  y/ith  their  respective  States,

"It  appears  to  be  the.  general  practice  of  th'e  Fed'eral  ser- 
vices to  prepare  departmental  vouchers,"  based  on  the  commercial 
invoices  received,  and  to  mail  them  to  the  vendors  for  signature^ 
This  procedure  is  not  simplified  practice  vvhen  the  acceptance  of 
properly  certified  corrim.ercial  invoices  is  authorized  by  the  Comp- 
troller General  in  Regialation  No,  51,  dated  18  June  1926," 

T.Tiilc  it  is  believed  that  the  acceptance  of  cert  if  red  comm.ercial 
invoices  is  generally  practiced  in  the  Bureau,  the  attention  of  all  employ- 
es handling  vouchers  is  directed  to  the  desirability  of  following  this 
procedure  in  the  interest  of  simplifying  office  practice*'    ^JJhen  certified 
invoices  or  bills  are  used,  the  accepted  'procedure  is^  to  fasten  them  se- 
curely to  the  form  "public  Voucher  for  Purchases  and  Servic-es  other  than 
Personal"  (Standard  Porm  No,  1034),  in  lieu  of  stating  the  bill  in  detail 
on  the  voucher  and  obtaining  the  signature  of  payee  thereon.     The  bill 
should  be  described  on  the  voucher  sufficiently  to  identify  it^  the  amount 
or  amounts  carried  to  the  ".Amount"  column,  certificate  of  receipt  signed 
by  an  official  of  the  Bureau'  who  has  knowledge  of  the  facts,  and  the 
voucher  otherv/ise  completed  except  as  -to  signature  of  payee*

"The  cooporativo  movcnient  is  gaining  gro-und  steadily,  with  a  tendency 
toward  onlargomont  oi  existing  uniis  and  the  combining  of  smaller  -units 
into  larger  groujjs,  and  tovvard  selectivity  of  membership,"  Chris  L.  Christen- 
sen  stated  tipon  his  return  to  IVashington  last  v/eek.    He  had  been  in  the 
field  six  weeks  visiting  cooperative  associations  in  the  Pacific  Coast  State:;. 
In  'Tashington  and  Oregon  he  met  with  managers  and  directors  of  cooperative 
associations  that  mcarket  apples,  dairy  products,  ^vool  and  prunes.     In  Cali- 
fornia he  visited  the  various  cooperative  associations  marketing  citrus  and 
deciduous  fruits,  dried  fruits,  nuts,  cattle,  rice  and  dairy  products. 

The  move  tov/ard  enlarging  cooperative  marketing  units  is  in  line 
with  that  of  manufacturing  and  other  industries  to  broaden  operations 
and  cut  dov/n  overhead  expenses.     In  this  move  the  cooperatives  are  aided 
by  the  development  of  good  roads  and  auto  trucks. 

The  tendency  toward  selectivity  of  members  is  most  encouraging, 
Mr.  Christensen  rem.ariced.     The  old  idea  that  it  is  necessary  to  have  great 
numbers  in  a  cooperative  before  getting  under  way  has  been  discarded.

The  fai^mer  tiirough  his  ovm  marketing  organization 
becomes  acquainted  Y/ith  the  market  demand  as  reflected  by  the  preference 
of  consum.ers  as  well  as  the  problems  involved  in  getting  the  product  to 
m.arket,  and  the  natural  reaction  of  many  producers  is  to  make  an  effort 
to  grov;  what  best  meets  the  needs  of  the  market.     As  the  cooperatives 
grade  the  products  and  pay  on  this  basis,  the  farmers'  returns  are  based

ARMY  APPRECIATES  iVQRK  OF  HAY. 

FEED  Aj^D  SEED  DIVISION, 

The  annual  report  of  the  Surgeon  General  of  the  U.  S.  Army  for  1927, 
which  has  just  been  issued,  devotes  three  pages  to  the  subject  of  the  in- 
spection of  forage  for  the  Ariny  by  the  Veterinary  CoriDE.    He  states  that 
much  progress  in  the  procurement  of  better  forage  h'  made  in  the  past 

three  years  through  the  adoption  of  FeC.ur.il  specific  .  and  the  special 
instruction  given  veterinary  officers  by  this  Bureau  in  the  interpretation 
of  the  same. 

The  methods  by  which  veterinary  officers  are  trained  by  this  Bureau 
and  licensed  as  Federal  hay  inspectors  are  described  and  a  statement  is  made 
showing  that  the  amount  of  hay  rejected  by  the  Army  increased  from  13,000- 
000  pounds  in  1923,  the  year  before  this  "/ork  was  begun,  to  18,000,000 
poionds  in  1925,  and 'then  dropped  again  to  15,000,000  pounds  in  1926,  This 
is  attributed  to  the  fact  that  a  miore  thorough  inspection  service  has 
caused  contractors  to  make  a  greater  effort  to  comply  with  specifications. 

Mention  is  also  made  in  the  report  of  the  work  done  during  the  past 
year  betireen  the  quartermaster's  office,  the  Office  of  the  Surgeon  General  and 
this  Bureau  through  which  .specif ic  grades  and  classes  of  forage  now  serve 
as  a  basis  for  all  bids  submitted,  and  that  by  this  arrangement  savings  are 
often  made  of  from  $1.00  to  $3.00  per  ton.

At  the  roquest  of  .the  Inter- American  Hijgh,  Comunis&ion,-  eight  sets 
of  official  wool  standards,  of  the  United' -States-  arc  being  prepared  under 
the  direction  of  George  T.  Willingrnyre  for.  the,  Valparaiso  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce,   One  set  of  these  standards  v/ill  be  retained  in  the  vaults  of  the 
Chamber  and  the  other  sets  distributed  to  those  of  its  members  dealing  with

.ilmerican  Standardization  Conference  held  in  'Washington  last  May,  v/hen  it  was 
resolved  b5'  the  conferees  to  recommend  to  the  government s>  chambers  of 
commerce,  and  interested  Latin  American  eissoc iations  that  they  adopt  our 
standards. 
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CASH  OFFERS  IIEQ,UIKED 

As  stated  in  P.         ^,  Circular  llo .  88,  dated  reccmbcr  ?,  1927, 
relative  to  typewriters,  computing  nachines,  minieo graphs,  automobiles, 
and  other  articles  which  the  Department  is  authorized  by  lav/  to  exchange 
in  part  pa2/irient  for  nev;  equipment,   it  will  be  necessary  to  secure  cash 
offers  before  the  old  equipment  may  be  so  exchanged. 

"..here  current  procedure  requires  bids  to  be  procured  in  the  pur- 
chase of  new  equipment,  such  as  automobiles  and  articles  not  covered  by 
the  General  Schedule  of  Supplies,  the  matter  of  obtaining  cash  offers  for 
the  old  equipment  will  be  attended  to  by  the  Department  Division  of  Par- 
chase,  Sales  and  Traffic,  but  the  field  men  must  in  such  cases  supply, 
in  addition  to  the  list  of  prospective  bidders  on  new  equipment,  a  list  of 
local  dealers  in  usea  equipment. 

In  connection  with  contemplated  purchases  not  covered  b^/  informal 
bids,  the  Bureau  v:ill  attend  to  getting  the  cash  offers.     If  the  old 
equipment  is  located  in  V.ashington,  the  requisition  for  the  nev/  equip- 
ment may  be  sent  to  the  Bureau  purchasing  Officer  in  the  usual  way  and 
ho  v/ill  attend  to  the  details,  but  "Jhen  the  property  is  in  the  field,  it 
will  be  necessary  for  the  cash  offers  to  be  obtained  locally  by  the  field 
offices.  This  may  be  done  by  sending  a  circular  to  dealers  in  second-hand 
equipment  and  to  others  who  may  bo  interested  in  pui'-chasing  the  used  articles 
The  circular  should  state  the  kind  and  make  of  typewriter,  m.achine,  or 
other  article  to  be  sold,  the  serial  niambcr,  if  any,  date  of  -purchase,  its 
condition  and  v/hore  it  may  be  examined  by  prospective  purchasers.     It  should 
also  indicate  that  the  Bureau  reserves  the  right  to  accept  or  reject  any 
offer,  and  that  in  the  event  of  acceptance,  delivery  of  the  used  equipment 
will  not  be  miade  until  replacement  equipment  has  been  obtained  by  the  Bureau. 
A  copy  of  the  circular  may  also  be  posted  on  the  bulletin  board  in  the  Post 
Office.    Blank  circulars  may  be  obtained  on  supplies  requisition. 

Unnecessary  delay  should  be  avoided  by  making  o'ffers  on  used  equipment 
returnable  within  a  reasonably  short  .period.    Ho  expense  for  newspaper  adver- 
tising should  be  incurred  unless  specif ically  authorized  by  the  administrat iv 
office.    A  field  office  should  not  proceed  to  secure  cash  offers  until  so 
authorized  by  its  V.'ashington  office. 

A  list  of  all  dealers  requested  to  make  cash  offers  on  the  used 
equipment,  and  all  responses  received  should  be  urom-ptly  forwarded  to  the 
".<ashington  office  of  the  division.     In  case  a  cash  offer  is  t«  be  accepted, 
the  order  sent  to  the  field  offic^^  to  cover  the  purchase  of  the  new  equipment 
v;ill  be  accompanied  by  authority  to  com.plete  the  sale  of  the  used  equipment 
as  soon  as  it  is  replaced  with  the  ne?/«

In  the  event  he  does  not  desire  to  enter  college,  the  income 
v.'ill  accumulate  and  principal  and  income  will  be  paid  to  him  at  the  age 
of  thirty-five  j^ears.

The  printirie;  of  cooperative  letterheads  and  the  use  of  penalty  en- 
velopes by  cooperating  employes  are  questions  continually  arising,  in 
divisions  whose  work  is  Being  carried  on  in  some  States  jointly  V7ith  the 
State  or  v;ith  other  agencies.     The  follovjing  experience^  is  rela.ted  for 
the  information  and  guidance  of  divisions  having  these  problems  to  meet. 

Recently  the  Division  of  Eairy  and  Poultry  Products  had  up  with 
the  Post  Office  Department  the  matter  of  a  letterhead  v/hich  v/ould  be 
suitable  for  use  by  Federal- Sta.te  employes  under  a  cooperative  agree- 
ment with  the  Ca.lifornia  Department  of  Agriculture »     The  Post  Office 
Department  definitely  disapproved  the  use  of  the  words  "Eederal-State" 
in  the  letterhead  and  recommended  that  the  names  of  the  cooperating 
agencies  be  given.     The  following  letterhead  had  their  approval: 

United  States  Cooperative  Liarkct  ITev/s  and  Grading  Service, 

Departrtent  of  Agriculture,  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products, 

Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics, and  in  the  State  of  California. 

California  Department  of  Agriculture,

Tiie  use  of  penalty  envelopes  by  Eederctl- State  emxjloyes  was  one 
point  brought  out  by  the  Post  Office  Department  when  this  matter  was  taken 
up  with  them.     It  is  the  understanding  of  the  administrative  office  that 
Federal- State  em.ployes  not  having  Federal  appointm.ent s  miay  not  le^^ally  use 
penalty  envelopes  except  to  m^ail  to  a  Federal  officer,  s"uch  as  a  supervisor 
official  matter  of  the  United  States  actually  requested  by  them.     In  other 
words,  where  they  are  not  employes  of  the  Federal  Government,  they  are  not 
entitled  to  use  penalty  envelopes  in  sending  m.ail  to  anyone  except  the 
United  States  official  askin^,  for  it.  The  license  s^iven  to  a  grader,  for 
instance,  who  receives  his  salary  from  the  State  does  not  constitute  an 
appointment  and  therefore  does  not  place  him  in  the  category  of  a  Govern- 
ment employe.    He,   therefore,   does  not  have  authority  to  use  the  C-overnmsnt 
frank  except  as  iT«entioned  above.

In  the  final  rerjort  issued  by  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock 
Estimates,  giving  a  suTjnary  of  the  crops  for  the  year,  details  were 
covered  for  more  than  50  crops.     This  involved  not  only  the  estimates 
for  the  current  year,  but  revision  of  estimates  for  1926,     Not  only 
were  estimates  made  for  the  acreage  of  each  crop  by  States  for  the 
two  years,  but  also  the  yield  and  the  December  1  price.     It  is  believed 
that  about  20,000  separate  estimates  were  made,  and  probably  twice  this 
nunbcr  cf  computations. 

In  addition  to  issuin^  ral  review  for  the  year,  the 

division  also  got  out  the  regular  report  on  the  fall  seeding  of  winter 
wheat  and  rye,  the  semi-annual  pig  survey  report,  and  the  price  report. 
ITo  leave  was  granted  during  December  to  any  of  the  employes  of  the 
Division,    Everyone  worked  from  one  to  three  hours  a  day  overtime, 
"All  this  was  done  without  a  murmur,"  is  the  comricnt  of  u.  F.  Callander, 
v;ho- seems  particularly  gratified  with  the  efficiency  and  fine  spirit  of

"'iiherea^s  the  'vork  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  in 
collecting  statistics  on  the  acreage  and  production  of  vegetable 
crops  for  ma,nufacture  constitutes  a  service  of  great  value  to 
canners  and  grovrers  of  canning  crops, 

"Be  it  resolved  that  the  National  Canners  Association  record 
its  approval  of  this  work  a,nd  earnestly  recomreend  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture  that  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics 
continue  the  collection  and  publication  of  s'c^h  information  and 
that  this  service  be  estended,   if  possible,  to  cover  vegcta.bl.
